Healthlink is a new service, 
set up in April 1992 as part of the Patient's Charter, 
to be a point of contact for the public in East 
Anglia. 

We can provide information on local and re- 
gional health services, including where specialist 
treatments are based. We can help to find the 
shortest waiting times, and give information on 
conditions, diseases and treatments. We believe 
that to be properly informed enables people to 
take an active part in their own health care. We 
can also tell you about local and national self-help 
groups, give health promotion information and 
advise you on how to complain if things go wrong 
in the NHS. Our services are provided in the 
strictest confidence. 

If you have a query, or just want to know more 
about East Anglian Healthlink, telephone 
Catherine or Jacquelyn on 0800 665544, which is 
a freephone. The service is open from 10 am to 5 
pm Monday to Friday, with an answerphone oper- 
ating outside these hours. For people who are 
profoundly deaf we have a voice/minicom system. 
Alternatively, you could write or drop in and see us 
at the East Anglian Regional Authority HQ, at 
Union Lane, Chesterton, Cambridge. We look 
forward to hearing from you.
